His novels have sold more than 
80,000,000 coples and earned 
fortunes in 32 currencies, Some 
40 of his novely hava been 
mado into films. 

“I saw one once,” says the 
twinklo-oyed author. ‘It wes 
so bad E whistle? and they 
threw me out.” 

Simenon hos written noarly 
170 books under his own name 
while hundreds of others have 
been published under 16 
pscudonyms, Even prolific Edgar 
Wallace was only ‘credited with 
150 novels at the time of his 
death. And Simenon is probably 
even more ‘prolific than the 
elder Dumas since ho writes 
every word himself and employs 
no hack man. 

Yet Georges Simenon is not 
really the automatic writing 
machine that he appears to be. 
For he confesses: “To write I 
have to feel the urge."—Central 
Press,

gistration of foreign owned ships 
under its Jag, Existing repistra- 
tions will remain, but no future 
foreign owner will be able to 
toke advantage of Costa Rica's 
favournble tax laws. | 


At least one major oi! com- 
pany—Caltex—has recently, for 
operational reasons, transferred 
ships to the British flag that 
formerly flew flags of | con- 
venience, 


But much more significant has 
been the steady sdrift to the 
Greek fing. Roughly 60 per 
cent of all flag-of-conven!cnice 
tonnage $s Greck owned, But 
quietly, almost surreptitiously It 
seems at times, a growing num- 
ber of these owners have been 
transferring ships to the Greek 
flag. : 


‘According to the Greek Mer- 
Ghamt Marine (whose _fiqures 
differ slightly from Lloyd's 
Register figures) the Greek flect 
om July 1 this year amounted to 
2.6 milllon gross = tens, ar in 
erease of nearly GO per ceat in 
12 months, . 


REGISTRATION 


Moreover, these figures do not 
Include a further 23 — ships 
totalling over 200,000 :.russ toos 
which had applied for registra- 
tion at that date, and more have 
done so sinee. 


Two reasons are frequently 
given for this trend, The first 
is the campalgn against flags of 
convenience by the International 


j Transport -Workers’ ©€cderation; 


the second the barrage of 
criticism by the other maritime 
countrics, But the real reason 
4s a more clearly commiercial 
one. : 


When, In the early postewer 
years, Greck shipowners tried to 
obtain shipbullding: credits from 
foreign (and especially United 
States) sources for ships to flv 
the Greek flay, they were re- 
fused largely beenuse of — the 
unstable political situation Jin 
Greece. 


Instead, therefore, the finance 
was obtaincd for ships to fly 
under other flags, and In this 
way the tox-free fleets of 
Panama, Liberta, Costa Rica and 
Honduras were born. 


Where finance was obtained 
from American sources for ships 
to be built to fly under these 
flags, it was normally a feature 
of the agreement that the ships 
would immediately be put at the 
disposal of the United States in 
tine of war, 


In order to prevent the filght 
of Greek shi ers to Liberian 
or Panamanian registry, the 
Greck Government in 1053 
passed a new Act which, having 
been promulgated by = special 
constitutional authority, cannot 
in theory be modified, oz repval- 
ed by any future Government. 


It fs this Act that is now caus- 
ing the trend that has built up 
the post-war flag-of-convenience 
fleets to be reveased 


FREE SALE 


The Act provides, inter alla, 
for the free sale or transfer of 
ships, the unbindered transfer of 
royalties abroad, and guarantees 
that ships are not Unable to 
Government requisition except 
in the event of genernl inter~ 
national conflict in which Grecce 
is involved (and then com- 
pensation is cqual to thet Pay 
able In similar circumstances bx 
‘the United Gtates or. British 
Government’ to ships of the res« 
pective flag). Furthermore, 
fixed taxation rates, as on the 
day of admission, apply, .and 
cannot be subsequently. raised.

These concessions intended to 
balance the depreciation allowed 
under other flags on new cons- 
truction, no doubt explain why 
the outstanding feature of new 
additions to the Greek flat 
during the past year has been 
the high proportion of new ships 
—40.8 per cent under two years 
of age and 12,2 pee cent betwen 
two and ten years,

Firther inducement has now 
been offered to shipowners und 
foreign investors in that pre- 
ferred mortgages may be ob- 
tained under Greck Jew on 
Greck ships of 500 tons and 
over, and forelgn ship mortgages 
are assured of considerable 
Guarantecs, Beeause of the 
new mortgage law, the objections 
raised previously by banks and
